When the United States declarsd war
on Germanv, Lisutenant Bullock applied
for ths first officers’ tralhing camp at
Fort Nlagara. and hla name was high
in the list of graduates. He was ordoer-
ed to Camp Meade and asmigned to the
315th Regiment, a unit composed largely

. af drafted men from Philadeiphia. He
made an excellent officer and was In
line for promotion when he was killed,

Hin fathor, Benjamin Bullock, 2d, (8 a
member of the wool firm of Bullock
Brothers, and is Federal wool appraiser
fur the Philadelphia district,

Lisutenant Bullock and flapiain Dun.
can were killed on September 20 during
the drive west of the Mause. They have
been buried side by side in the little
village of Nantlllols, which Ameriean
troops took from the bnehee.

Major Lioyd's letter follows:

“He was kllled while on hie way back
from the firing line 16 regimenta! head-
quartiers. Captaln Duncan, of ths ma-
chine gun company of our regiment (the
216th Infantry), was with him and was
also kllled by the =ame shell.

*“It was on the afternoon of the fourth
day of our drive. which started at dawn
on the morning of the 26th, and we had
advanead through Malancourt, Montfau.
con and Nantillois, and had reached the
woods on the Farm de la Madeleine.
Ben had been in the whole drive right
at the front, doing the work of several

“The whole regimerft realizes that it
hos lost & brilliant and capable officer,
and his promotion was assured.
